CHAMPION WINS GREAT 


BATTLE ON SUN-BAKED 


PLAINS OF MONTANA

RINGSIDE, SHELBY, Mont, July 


4;—-Under a blistering sun that al- 
most curled the pine board* of the 
arena, the '"hundreds" began gather- 
ing at noon today for the Dempsey- 
Gibbons heavyweight 
championship 
battle. 


Out of clear blue skies, the sun 


worked overtime and reduced the 
ringsldefs to shirt sleeves and im 
provlsed son shades. Butchers sell- 
Ing Ice cream were kept on the fly to 
supply the demand. 


Kept Crowd on Move. 


When the gates were opened the 


arena was surrounded with a good 
steed crowd, but most of them re- 
mained autslde the barbed wire fence, 
where they were kept on the more by 
cowboy police who rode lazy looking 
ponies around the enclosure. 
Federal men were posted at all the 
gates to get a check for Uncle Sam's 
end of the gate, but they were not 
kept very busy as the crowd was 
coming very slowly. 
"Scalpers" were busy outside the 
gates trying to get whatever they 
could for ringside seat*. Some were 
being sold for $25 and S30. 


At noon there were hardly more 


than 1,500 fans in the arena. The 
cheaper sections around the rim of 
the saucer were no more crowded 
than the riogstye seats, which were

Promoters hoped many ticket hold- 
ers were dodging the sun as long as 
possible and would not • take their 
places until time for the main bout. 
The first preliminary waa a short 


one. McDonald gave Sayles such a 
beating that the sponge was tossed in 
the ring during the second round after 
Sayles had been floored twice and 
was out on his feet.

Another long wait came after the 


first-preliminary. The arena was not 
one-fourth filled an hour before the 
time for the .main go. Several thous- 
and were hanging around the gates, 
expecting the promoters would decide 
at-the last minute to accept cut rates 
for the tickets. 


Sheriff Benjamin, the "boss" of 


Toole county, took a place at the ring- 
side and passed out a smile when he 
was asked how many attachments he 
had brought with him.

The crowd was quiet and. unusually 
orderly. They seemed to be jatisfled 
without preliminaries. Three 'bands 
Were blaring In different sections of

He said he,was in Great Falls 
three days and the fight promoters 
had made no effort to see him or talk 
to him, and that he had not seen them 
yet

Insurance Companies Fay Tjoes for

Some of the representatives of fire 


insurance companies in Lincoln are 
not pleased with the way in which 
Governor Bryan is handling the fire 
prevention and fire inspection 
de- 


partment. 
They are 
withholding 


direct criticism unto they can Jearn 
more about just how he proposes to 
spend fire insurance company morey 
levied for this work. Offhand they 
object vigorously to the removal of 
the head of the department or rather 
to the practical abolition of a head. 


Taking Governo* Bryan at his own 


word, they say that Mr. Frye, named 
to supervise 
the fire prevention 


bureau, is without sufficient 
as- 
sistance in his own labor and com- 
pensation department office and must 
spend most of his time 
traveling 


around hearing compensation cases, 
and cannot possibly devote the prop- 
er amount of time to running the fire 
marshal's office. 


The companies pay a tax of three- 


eights of 1 per cent of the gross 
premiums collected in the state for 
the support of this department, and 
they point out thai the same law hat 
levies this tax says specifically for 
what purposes it shall be spent The 
governor not only practically abol- 
ishes a chief, since Mr. Hartford's 
duties took him about the state, but 
it drops two Inspectors, and thus 
cripples the department both with 
respect to those inspections that are 
necessary to lessen the number of 
fires but of the Investigations of sup- 
posed case* of incendiarism. The 
governor admits that, the legislature 
did not give him enough money to 
ran the department, and says he can 
not do any better with the money 
allowed hisa. 


It is pointed out without comment, 


that the law does not give the labor 
department any authority over this 
department 
All thro the law, the 


authority la vested in the department 
of trade and commerce from which 
orders cosne and to which reports an 
to be made. Apparently the governor 
is acting onder the general authority 
of the code law that fives him power 
to change, switch and consolidate.

Officers labored till midnight Tues- 


day striving to quell the fire cracker 
barage. Not only bad Chief Johns- 
tone declared that he would jail every 
person large enough to be jailed who 
should be caught, but Mayor Zehrung 
had given'personal instructions to the 
night sergeart that "this thinff has to 
be stopped."

Indian farms have just been given * 
farm business survey under the co- 
operative efforts of the officials of the 
Winnebago and Omaha Indian agen- 
cies, the extension service, and the 
Thurston county farm bureau. 


Data gathered In this survey In- 


clude crop rotations, the state of the 
soil fertility, the leasing system, the 
housing; problem and social conditions 
in general. 


Only a partial summary and digest 


of the survey records has been made 
to date. Enough has been done to 
disclose a sad state of affairs. 
The 


Indian owner is too poor to provide 


adequate shelter for the tenant and 
livestock. Like the white laud owner 
of other counties, he has felt the 
pinch of poverty the last three years. 
Meanwhile his rolling farm land is 
being eroded and washed away while 
practically all grain and hay are btt- 
Ing sold and hauled from the farm. » 


A few of the Indians have been in- 


duced to require their 
tenants to 


grow sweet clover on the light colored 
hilltops. After two years of sweet 
clover these light colored spots have 
been found to have taken on a much 
darker color and on being planted to 
corn have produced twice the yield 
harvested previous to this treatment. 
A balanced cropping system, includ- 
ing sweet clover or other legumes, 
with more livestock kept, will restore 
the soil fertility, increase the earning 
power of the land and thus justify the 
erection of farm buildings.

Johonn Von Bernstorff, recently de 
clared. An excellent suggestion, in 
deed. Comparisons are always instruc 
live—altho dangerous at times. A 
any event, let us sit as an impartia 
court, and compare the two epochs. 


In 1871 Prussia, having 
defeated 


France, imposed a war indemnity o 
1,000 
million dollars, despite the fac 


that the entire war had been fough 
on French territory and that Prus 
sia, so to say, rad not even sufferec 
so much 'as a broken window. To b 
sure that France paid to the very las 
cent, Prussia stipulated that the Ger 
man army should 
occupy nineteen 


French departments, in all about the 
size of Pennsylvania, as a guarantee 
Insofar as France paid off this in 
demnity, the German troops 
woul< 


evacuate strips of territory in gradua 
retrogression. And in fact the las 
German soldier left French 
soil 
in 


September, 
1873, 
when the 
las 


French million had been paid. 


Productive Guarantees. 


In 1919 France and her allies did 


not impose a war indemnity; 
bu 


merely asked reparation for the ter 
rible destruction of life and property 
These reparations were set at 33,000 
million dollars, of which France an< 
Belgium were to receive About 18,00( 
million dollars. Unfortunately, they 
committed an enormous blunder in 
not exacting guarantees. The treaty 
of Versailles stipulates but one; the 
left bank of the Rhine. It has some 
value as a guarantee of security, but 
it has absolutely none as a productive 
guarantee, as the allies on the Rhine 
could not receive a single pfennig in 
taxes, nor were they permitted to 
take so tsuch as a stick of wood with- 
out payntent In consequence of this, 
Germany paid nothing, or next to 
nothing. 


That is why France and Belgium 


have decided to take productive guar- 
antees. They have decided to render 
productive the Rhineland, already in 
their hands; and to take further pro- 
ductive guarantees in the Ruhr. 


Between the two occupations—that 


of some fifty years ago, and that oi 
today—theer is therefore at least one 
resemblance: both have been effected 
to obtain productive guarantees. To 
be sure to get the 1,000 million dol- 
lars that it arbitrarily required France 
to pay, Germany in 1871 took a strong 
grip on nineteen French departments. 
To be sure to get something on the 
18,000 million dollars owed by Ger- 
many for damage done, France and 
Belgium have caused her to mortgage 
the Rhnieland and the Ruhr. "We 
shall not hold this mortgage a single 
day longer tHan is absolutely neces- 
sary," have declared both Premier 
Poincare and Premier Theunis. By 
this they mean that'they will evacu- 
ate the Rhineland and t&e Ruhr •' as 
soon as they are paid, just as the Ger- 
mans evacuated the east of France as 
soon as they had been paid. Here we 
have the only analogy between the 
two occupations. Aside from that, all 
is different. 


France's Way of Doing. 


President Thiers, who was in 1871 


at the head of the French govern- 
ment, had but one idea—the execu- 
tion of every clause in the peace 
treaty as soon as possible. He wrote 
a characteristic letter May 4, 1871, 
after the conclusion of the peace pre- 
liminaries and before the treaty of 
Frankfort had been signed, addressed 
to General Von Fabrice, commander- 
in-chief of the German troops of oc- 
cupation. In it was this passage: 


My confidence In the fecundity of my 
country has always been great; and it is 
this confidence tha* has caused me to con- 
tract engagements that are terribly cruel. 
Then again, I had thought, and I still 
think, that eevry day that Franc* delays 
the renaissance of her commercial and in- 
dustrial activity, she will suffer a hun- 
dred times more than any good that may 
accrue to her from an attenuation of the 
peace terms by further agitation. 
It is very doubtful wether Count 


von Bernstorff could produce a simi- 
lar missive addressed in 1919 by 
President Ebert either to Marshal 
Foch or to General Degoutte. It is 
still more doubtful that President 
Ebert has issued instructions to his 
Regiernngspresldenten of the Rhine- 
land and the Ruhr, similar to those 
issued by President Thiers to the 
prefects of the French departments 
occupied by Germany, which were as 
follows: 
VERSAILLES. Feb. 11. 1172.—(Noon.)—I 
hare already Issued, and I again reiterate 
the formal order whereby all conflict with 
the German army «»d its leaders most be 
arefully avoided. 
Two points in particular most be given 
'very consideration—U>« billeting of the 
vrw-man troops: and the celebration of re- 
ligious ceremonies on Sundays and holidays 
jy the Germans.. 
With regard to billeting, housing facilities 
must b« arranged for as soon as passible, 
and c*r« mast be taken to be on good terms 
with? the local heads of the German army. 
so that they may have no pretest whatso- 
ever for complaint. 
With 
regard 
to religious ceremonies, 
^tsnr* th* Germans of all facilities, so that 
th«v sn»v follow out the precepts of their 
ralth 
Shonld you b* enable to decide the 
French, priests to lend their churches for a 
few hours. %ind premises for religious wor- 
ship elsewhere—preferably the town hall. 
BreaX any resistance that may be offered

Judge Perry took a pronounced

He declared that if thtf party must

giver., a chance to prevent a candidate 
•who is unfit from 
becoming ite 


nominee. "No party should be com- 
pelled to accept as its candidate a 
man who Is known to be coBjupt and 
unfit for the office for which he is 
a candidate," declared Judge Perry. 
"We are not going to abolish the 
Direct primary as a means for select- 
ing ou» candidates, but we are going 
to nuke the direct primary workable. 
We are going to adapt it to our con- 
ditions so that sr«-ean compel our best 
men to accept public offices." 'It is 
Judge Perry's idea that party con- 
ventions should be-allowed to name 
candidate* to appear on the primary 
ballot aa the convention favors. This 
will not prevent individual* from be- 
coming candidates In the primary, it 
will aot prevent organisations within 
the parties from having their candi- 
dates, he said. The announcement of 
the convention candidate with his 
name going on the primary ballot as 
the candidate of the delegate's to the 
convention will merely show to- the 
party followers who has been pre- 
ferred by those conventions, and will 
not abolish the' principle of the pri- 
mary, salif the speaker.

The foward trend of buisness in the 


Tenth federal reserve district, ob- 
served during the earlier months of 
the current year, continued thru May 
and June, altho affected to some ex- 
tent by weather conditions and marked 
by a degree of conservation, says the 
monthly review of the Federal Re- 
serve bank. Continued rains, exces- 
sive over a very large area, retarded 
larm operations and caused injury to 
growing crops, with heavy losses from 
floods. Almost the entire area of the 
district received a thoro soaking, such 
as the weather bureau bad, not record- 
ed for this season in previous years. 
On the whole, the moisture is regard- 
ed as of incalcuable benefit to agricul- 
ture and live stock, the chief indus- 
tries of the district, and also encour- 
aging to general business and bank- 
ing.The reports show distrubtion of 
merchandise by wholesalers in large 
•volume and some further improve- 
ment in retail trade, even tho both 
wholesale and retail businesses were 
affected by rains, floods and muddy 
roads. 
Mining operations increased, 


but with some uncertainty, due to the 
cessation of silver purchases under 
the Pittman act. Crude oil production 
was the greatest of record. Building 
continued at the highest activity for 
any season, and the industries of ihe 
district were, as whole, operated at 
better than normal activity. 


Financial conditions in the Tenth 


district changed very little in recent 
weeks from those conditions which 
prevailed during previous months fc-r 
the year. The high rate of produc- 
tion and business activity is calling 
for larger use of funds, hence demand 
deposits in Juno are at the lowest 
point since June of last year. How- 
ever, commercial banks generally are 
better equipped for financing the big 
wheat movement, now about ready to 
start, than they have been for several 
years, without interfering with the 
financing of other business. Funds 
nlso are available in large volume 
for the financing of new enterprises, 
building and public improvements, as

The Bee-Hive. 


The game Of "hap-hazard," or the 


"bee-Tiive," as it 'is more usually 
called, is one that has had, a, varied 
history. It was one of the earliest of 
swindle games, and has 
been 
so 


varied and "improved" that it now 
appears in different 
forms and 
is 


operated in many different ways. 


The "bee-hive" shown in the large 


illustration represents a modern- de- 
velopment of the game which still em- 
ploys the original type of "gaff" or 
secret contrivance. The newer "bee- 
hives" are "gaffed" in many ways, 
but the original method is. probably 
the most subtle and the most certain. 


A study of the drawing shows that 


the apparatus consists of an inner 
cone, or pyramid, shaped something 
like a bee-hive, hence the name of the 
device. 
The cone is studded with 


short naite. Over it is set an open 
metal 
cover as illustrated. 
The 


player drops a small ball in a hole at 
the top of the "bee-hive," and the ball 
rolls down the incline, bounding from 
nail to nail in a hap-hazard fashion. 
Finally, it reaches the bottom, falling 
into one of the numbered pockets. 


If the ball terminates its journey in 


an even-numbered pocket the player 
wins a prjze; if,it lands in, an odd 
pocket," he loses. 
Sometimes the 


player is allowed to "play" either one 
he wishes—odd or even. In fact, the 
game is operated in a great many dif- 
ferent ways. One point of similarity, 
however, is always present: The oper- 
ator wins and the player loses. 
At 


the end of a day's work the operator 
has "gathered the honey" from the 
bee-hire," while the players have been 
"stung." 
Occasionally the operator unfastens 


the outer cover from the cone and 
lifts it free, as shown in Fig. 1.

Fig. 1 shows that the ,bajl has an 


unobstructed

every pocket. 
There are no narrow 


channels; everything is fair. 
But 


near the bottom of the inner corie is a 
row of "guard spikes," designated in 
the drawing. 
These pins attract.no 


special attention, for'they aro situated 


at the divisions of the pockets, with 
two pockets between each "guard 
spike." 
Naturally, these spikes do 


not affect the course of the ball any 
more than do the other nails. 


When the outer cover is placed on 


the cone, as shown in the large illus- 
tration, the row of "guard spikes" is 
hidden by the broad metal band at the 
bottom of the outer cover. 


The inner cone is slightly loose, and 


is not permanently attached to 
circle of pockets that runs around the 
bottom. The cone, therefore, may be 
turned a little less than an inch, 
either to the left or to the right. 
When the operator sets the outer 
cover over the cone, and clamps it 
tight, he gives it a turn to the right. 
This movement cannot be noticed, as 
it is very slight. But it shifts the 
cone slightly to the right, and thus 
brings each "guard spike" 
directly 


over an even-numbered pocket. 
The 


player is not aware of this fact, as the 
"guard spikes" are 
broad band at the 
outer cover.

It is now impossible for, the ball to 


fall into an even-numbered pocket, as 
each of those pockets is 
"guarded." 


So, no matter how the ball bounces 
down the incline, it is certain to ter- 
minate in an odd pocket. 


If the cone is shifted to the left, as 


shown in Fig. 3, the odd-numbered 
pockets will be "guarded," and the 
ball must fall into an even pocket. 


Thus, if the player is ""playing" the 


even numbers, the operator shifts the 
cone to his right and keeps those 
numbers safe; if an odd number is 
being "played," he shifts the cone to 
his left. 
The "guard-spikes" are 


never seen when in the positions of 
Figs. 2 and 2, the operator always 
shifting the cone back to normal be* 
fore removing the cover. 


Many players think that they can 
"beat the game" by giving fancy spins 
or" twists to the ball when they drop it 
in the top of the "bee-hive." 
But 


they stand no chance of winning, no 
matter how they drop the ball, when 
the 
'guard-spikes" are set against 


them. Occasionally the operator lets 
someone win a prize to stimulate 
trade, but he never does .so until the 
player has spent plenty of money.

It 
is fortunate that the check has been 
applied at the psychological moment, 
when depleted stocks had been pretty 
well restored and the industrial out- 
put must be adjusted to day to day 
requirements. It is probable, there- 
fore, that the danger point has been 
passed and the whole Industrial sit- 
uation made safer by a frank recogni- 
tion that the pace was too rapid, and 
if not checked would bring about var- 
ious troublesome complications. To 
this extent, therefore, the sftuation is 
safer than it was a month ago and 
the

periments being made with modern 
machinery are those that might in- 
advertently put us back in the middle 1 
ages, minus their tournaments and 
their scramble after food, but plus our 
own control over the. forces of pro- 
, duction.

The machine age la on its way to a 


new order. It is only in its Infancy, 
but in >1«w of the progress man has 
made with machines In the past one 
hundred years, an era of super-power 
and new machinery is not very far 
distant. 
We reckon with a possible revival 


of successful small-scale production in 
certain basic industries! a probable 
decentralisation of 
industry 
with 


super-power, and a certain reduction 
of the necessary number of hours in 
a day's labor. No appraisal of the ma- 
chine age which ignores those three 
factors is even half-way venturesome 
in its forecast of a changing order. 


Super-power makes it possible to 


run factories as they should be run. 
from an engineering point of view, 
with power production entirely sepa- 
rate from 
production of boots or 


breakfast food or clothing, and there- 
Tore more economical. As Steinmetz 
has pointed out: "The best efficiency 
requires the separation of power pro- 
duction, just as that of any other raw 
material. In the days of tie steam 
engine the two industries were car- 
ried on under the same roof.

The thoro commercialization of sport that has taken 


place since the days when a few hundred dollars con- 
stituted the chief reward in the shape of cash in hand 
for the victor in a big prize fight is aptly shown by 
the answer of Jack Kearns, manager for Deznpsey, 
when asked what he had to say Sunday with respect 
to the remaining $100,000 of Dempsey's guarantee. He 
said: "Nothing now. Tomorrow will be my time to, 
talk if I don't get that dough." Even the hot sports' 
Stomach will turn at such an exhibition of Shylockism. 
With $200,000 in his pocket, already paid, "that dough" 
yet to come was all he could talk about. 


Only a small percentage of Lincoln men play golf, 


altho It is suspected that If it were not so costly in 
time and money this would be vastly Increased. 
To 


look at the players in action does not give- one any 
great urge to grab a stick and get to. The scenic 
character of the clothes affected by a considerable 
number is entertaining, but it sure does look like a bit 
Of foolishness to stand up there and swing a club a 
half dozen times, finally whack a ball with it, and then 
walk a few hundred feet or more to hunt for the ball 
for the purpose of repeating the operation, the prize 
being that you win if you put it in nine different holes 
In fewer strokes than your opponent. Taking care of 
a garden would be a lot more exercise, if that were 
the object So long as we can keep the golf "bug" 
•way from us we can be scornful about the game. 


It seems a pity to shut the doors of the country 
•gainst the eager hordes of south Europe, who are 
fleeing from intolerable conditions abroad and seeking 
a refuge here, since this seems to be an abandonment 
of our old theory that this land is the refuge of the 
oppressed. The hard facts of the case are that nine- 
tenths of these immigrants are coming here for the 
purpose of getting enough money to enable them to 
go back to their old country and buy a little farm. 
This puts the whole matter on a business basis. 
It 


leaves no room for sentiment They are not coming 
because they desire any of the benefits of American 
citizenship, but because they want as many American 
dollars as they can get In the shortest time possible. 


A writer in one of the weekly periodicals who tas 


been studying at first band the Immigrants who per- 
form the drudgery work In the steel-making districts 
says that the great majority of these people are utterly 
incapable of becoming Americans. Here we. aim to 
provide, in the words of this writer, "common, normal 
people with the first elements of education, with decent 
standards of living, of work and of pay, to throw about 
them certain essential safeguards of health and of law 
—and then to let their own individual initiative and 
enterprise do the rest" She says what every other 
observer says, that the great majority of these people 
lack the quality of individual initiative and enterprise, 
not because they are Incapable of developing that 
quality, but because socially, politically and mentally 
they are living back In the middle ages.
